Better Protection 


People in the valley today had a 


little better protection than two 
years ago, provided by legislation 
and appropriations. Just two years 
ago they were caught in the worst 
flood in the Ohio's recorded his- 
tory, dating to 1773. Today they 
had disaster relief committees to 
organize relict refugee and rehab- 
ilitation work before the crisis.

of sympathy with the democracies. 
Likewise, it is a matter of common 
knowledge that this government 
wants no entangling alliances with 
any other nations. 


Then why was it necessary for the 


president to make a public 
an- 


nouncement of the obvious? Simply 
because there has been an attack 
from critics to the effect that Mr. 
Roosevelt was secretly trying to in- 
veigle the United States into war. 
This charge goes to the root of what 
has been happening in the national 
capital these last few days. It pre- 
supposes that Mr. Roosevelt would 
venture to do such a horrible thing 
in order to advance his own politi- 
cal fortunes or to divert attention 
from domestic problems. It is a di- 
rect questioning of the'sincerity of 
the president of the United States, 
and it comes mostly from those who 
have made up their minds that Mr. 
Roosevelt was bent on a course of 
individual conduct which would 
drag the nation into war. 


Patriotic Objectives 


In a partisan 
atmosphere, such 


charges are understandable, but not 
justifiable. Bitterness of personal 
and political feeling on Capitol Hill 
has been noticeable ever since the 
"purge" campaign last spring. From 
the moment the president notified 
congress that he planned to build up 
the national defenses, there 
has 


been a persistent effort to discred- 
it his motives and attribute to him 
political rather than patriotic objec- 
tives. 


Unfortunately, some of the Re- 


publicans have adopted that course, 
and they have been joined by a few 
Democrats who have not 
been 


friendly to the administration on 
domestic issues. 


The outburst which came when it 


.was discovered that the French gov- 
ernment was buying airplanes in 
the United States and .was being 
given exceptional opportunities to 
examine the latest airplane models 
would never have become a nation- 
al sensation if there had not been 
on Capitol Hill a distinct desire to 
exploit anything that might dis- 
credit Mr. Roosevelt 
Likewise, 


when the president invited mem- 
bers of congress to be given in- 
formally his views on why 
the 


French government was permitted 
to examine airplanes for purchase 
from private companies, the stories 
were circulated that, in effect, the 
president was on the verge of send- 
ing American forces to France. It 
was widely published that the presi- 
dent spoke of our frontier being in 
France- The press, however, is not 
to'blame for printing this. 
The 
words of some of those who par- 
ticipated in the conference 
must 


have given rise to some such phrase 
as the "frontier in France." or the 
newspapermen never would have 
recorded it 


Natural Consequence 


^ . It is regrettable that the presi- 


dent accused the press of dissemina- 
ting a false report The garbling of 
his conversation was a natural con- 
sequence of the discussion with 
senators of a delicate matter of for- 
eign policy and the effort to swear 
senators to secrecy. There is no such 
thing as "secrecy," even with re- 
spect to the secret executive ses- 
sions of the United States senate. 


The alternative—an open discus- 


sion of foreign affairs—is not always 
practicable. But a direct quotation 
from the White Housa explaining 
the incident of the airplanes and a 
statement of American purpose to 
give to foreign countries the right to 
buy American products might have 
reduced the area for misinterpreta- 
tion. In a sense, the president' has 
said the same thing in one point of 
his brief pronouncement of foreign 
policy, when he declares: 


"We arc in favor of the mainten- 


ance of world trade for cx-erybody 
—all nation?—including ourselves.""* 


War Monitions 


This must mean that war muni- 
tions are available Jo anybody who 
has the cash to buy them. Techni- 
cally, there is neutrality between 
government?, and 
if 
Germany 
seeks to buy munitions in America, 
there is no law or regulation which 
could stop her. Individual com- 
panies and citizens might impose a 
boycott on the sale of German sup- 
plies or the purchase of commodi- 
ties from Germany, but the presi- 
dent never intimated to anybody 
lhat any such plan was in his mind.

bor relations, who is sympathetic to collective bar- 
gaining, and who is of liberal inclinations, although 
not necessarily a Democrat. Some in the administra- 
tion are optimistic enough to think that such an ani- 
mal exists. 


When this idea was first advanced .it sounded fan- 


tastic, but there is one thing you will have to say 
for this administration, it doesn't run away from an 
idea just because it sounds fantastic. So such a move 
is now seriously under consideration. That alone sug- 
gests the significant change that is taking place inside 
the administration. There will be a number of such 
surprises within the next few months. 


Secretary of Commerce Hopkins is understood to be 


among those who think that the appointment of a Raymond Clapper 
businessman to the labor board—if he is sufficiently liberal—might help 
toward solution of the deep controversy which has surrounded the board 
and its works, a controversy which has been bitter and disrupting in its 
effects upon industry and upon the morale of both employers and em- 
ployes. 


Probably President Roosevelt has 


not committed himself definitely, 
but the fact that certain adminis- 
tration officials are casting about 
for the businessman who would fit

requirements suggests that 


there must be an open mind on the 
subject at the White House. 


Very likely the reaction of the 


C.I.O. will have much to do with 
determining whether such an ap- 
pointment is made. As for the A. F. 
of L., it is glad to be rid of Don- 
ald Wakefield Smith and is riot like- 
ly to object to any reasonable ap- 
pointment. Mainly William Green 
is against any appointment that fa- 
vors the C.I.O. as for businessmen, 
their attitude probably will be that 
nothing could be worse than what 
they have had.

Ere sailed west from Iceland 
in 982 to find the islands reported 
by an earlier Norwegian sailor, 
Gunnbjorn. and for three years he 
explored the southwest coasts of 
Gunnbjorn's land. Then he went 
back, rounded up 25 boatloads of 
colonists and returned to Green- 
land with them to build his house 
at Brattalid, north of where Ju- 
lianchaab now stands. 


A few years later, Leif Ericson 


introduced 
C h r i s tianity. The 


Norsemen came and died out. The 
Eskimos stayed on. Denmark ac- 
quired sovereign rights to Green- 
land's west coast plus Angmagsa- 
lik. an eastern trading station, and 
in 1917 took over the whole island. 
Norway kicked about hunting -and 
sealing rights on the east coast, but 
the Danes sat tight. 


Today Greenland is Denmark's 


only colony. It has a total area of 
736,518 square miles (bigger than 
Alaska, but smaller than Mexico), 
of which only 31,284 square miles 
(about South Carolina's size) are 
free of the perpetual ice sheet. And 
at last nose-counting the island 
held 408 Danes and 16.222 'Eski- 
mos. Many of the Danes are em- 
ployed 
in the 
cryolite mines— 


cryolite is an icy-looking mineral 
used in making soda and alumi- 
num.

Well Admit They're Brothers

New York—Most American writers who have inspected Hitlerism in 


Germany have agreed, on returning here, that the prize suckers of the 
plot were the German capitalists, businessmen and aristocrats who 
thought Hitler would protect them and treat them with special kindness. 
The bolsheviks of this and other countries at first seemed to think so, too. 


Possibly they Ifonestly did think so, for a bolo might 
conceivably be' honest by mistake, and Hitler devel- 
oped his system by degrees, borrowing from bolshe- 
vism as he went along. 


But after they had boosted Hitler to power the Ger- 


man princes of privilege, to use a term popular with 
the bolo-nazi-fascists in this country, discovered that 
he had given them bolshevism as a protection against 
bolshevism. It was homemade bolshevism but the in- 
gredients were the same, and the only difference, 
aside from the labels, was a slight variation in some 
proportions. Some bartenders use a little more ver- 
mouth, some a little less.

Yet, 
because Hitler constantly screamed against 


Peglcr 
bolshevism and called his racket national socialism, 


most of us here were slow to detect the sameness. Moreover, our own 
bolsheviks denounced as deliberate substitution and dishonest practice 
every attempt to show that one product was as good, or as bad, as the 
other.

II iz doubtful if in the whole history 


of American politics a candidate for pub- 
lic office has been received with such 
unrestrained enthusiasm as W. L«e O'Dan- 
icl. He sang and fiddled, and crooned 
and smiled his way into the heart of the 
electorate. He convinced the voters, with 
a magic all his own, that he would trans- 
form the Lone Star State into a Utopia. 
He would reorganize the operation of 
affairs, effect large economies, and, by 
thrifty, prudent 
management, 
produce 


revenues sufficient to fulfill his campaign 
pledges. 


But Mr. O'Daniel, it seems, is not a 


magician or a fiscal wizard after all. He 
is just a politician, a little more crafty 
and original and demagogic than the av- 
erage, but fundamentally the same. The 
pension money is not to be produced by 
economies or governmental reorganiza- 
tion, but by a transaction tax, imposing a 
toll of 1.6 per cent on every incident of 
exchange in the entire scope of business 
activity. If adopted, this tax would con- 
stitute the most devastating sales tax on 
the statutes. 


Small wonder, then, that the Legisla- 


ture of Texas received the proposal with 
frosty silence, and that the man to whom 
the plaudits of the multitudes have been 
as food and drink for months had to 
leave the rostrum, without having inspired 
a single expression of friendliness or sup- 
port. Mr. O'Daniel, it appears, is now 
learning one of the more difficult lessons 
of public life. It is not quite so easy to 
perform as it is to promise. 


WARMER WINTERS? 


Under the influence of this strange 


winter we lend our moral support to 
those elderly persons who, when remin- 
iscing of the long ago, stubbornly insist 
that the winters of their childhood were 
colder than those of today, even though 
meteorologists have been disposed to re- 
gard this idea as merely the product of 
creative memory. 


They say that the winters were not 


colder, but that the people, having fewer 
facilities for comfort than.now, merely 
felt colder, a bit of'palpable sophistry 
which will be readily recognizable as such 
by all discerning persons and will be 
dismissed as unworthy of'serious consid- 
eration. 


It so happens, however, that this the- 


ory of warmer winters is not 
without 


scientific corroboration. Russian observers 
report that for twenty years the waters of 
the Arctic ocean- -have 
been growing 


warmer,-a circumstance which gives sub- 
stance to the belief that the forces which 
brought the Pleistocene era to an end 
are still in operation. 


* And more power • to them; we say. 
We're not envious of "Florida or Califor- 
nia, Hawaii or the French Riviera, but, 
nevertheless, warm winters are not hard 
to take. 


GRASS? 


It seems that if Marie Antoinette had 


had the advice of a scientist appearing 
recently before the American Chemical 
society she might, with greater profit to 
herself ultimately, and her subjects at 
the time, have remarked upon that his- 
toric occasion: "Let them eat grass." 


The scientist 
guilty of this curious 


proposal is Dr. S. C. Schnabel, of Kansas 
City, Kansas. But even he says people 
•will not eat grass as do the oxen. The 
new human food will be composed of 
cereal grasses, such as wheat, rye, and 
barley. The human animal will not be 
turned out to graze nor will he become an 
eater of hay. He may, in an age of lei- 
sure, be a lotus eater, but he will not 
feast upon grass in its natural state or 
dried and distributed in bales. The Kan- 
sas doctor says that the young grass of 
the cereals will be gathered and ground 
into meal. A pound of it will have a food 
value from 200 to 500 per cent greater 
than that of spinach, carrots, lettuce and 
other vegetables. 


But even in the good doctor's optimism 


there is no prospect that the front lawn 
will become our future food supply. There 
is, it seems, a catch. It is a fault with 
scientists. They will go so far in their 
ingenious predictions. They will go no 
further. 
In suggesting a meal of grass 


they have already gone too far!

Laura Krey's New Book Is Worthy 
Successor to 'Gone With the Wind*

though it was not so intended by 
the author. Although "Gone With 
the Wind" created ai instant sensa- 
tion from the day of its publication, 
thcic are many discriminating read- 
ers who consider "And Tell of Time" 
an even finer bo.>k. The author is 
patently of a contemplative nature, 
with a remarkabl-i gift for 
deft 


epigram, and a Socratic turn of 
mind. The novel is rich in des- 
criptive passages of almost lyric 
beauty. Miss Krcy s word pictures 
of life of a vast cotton plantation 
are so exquisite that the reader 
finds himself pausing frequently to 
reread and savour their distinctive 
charm. And, although there is so 
much of this description, it never 
palls because it is always used with 
a purpose: the purpose to recreate 
life as it was lived during those 
stirring years betweeT 1865 and 1890. 


There are as many characters and 


sub-plots in tne book as a Shakes- 
pearian tragedy but Miss Krey has 
managed to keep them all clearly 
defined so that there is no con- 
fusion of the reader. And the lives 
and loves of the colored folk on the 
various 
neighboring 
plantations 


furnish a sort of cbbligato to the 
main theme. 


"Gone With the Wind" dealt al- 


most exclusively with the period 
of the Civil War. while "And Tell 
of Time" opens just as the heart- 
sick and footsore Confederate sol- 
diers are wending tneir weary way 
back to burnt homes, weed-grown 
acres and broken families. Most of 
the action of Miss Krey's story takes 
place in the Brazos River district of 
Texas near Galveston, during the 
terrible years 
of Reconstruction. 


The proud and courageous South- 
ern planters are continually badger- 
er, persecuted 
and robbed 
by 


ignorant colored state police who 
have been given power and author- 
ity over their former masters, by 
misguided 
Northern conquerers. 


Northern politicians who have been 
imported into the state "to make 
laws and enforce order in Texas are 
venial, brutal and always open to 
bribery. The Ku Klux Klan is or- 
ganized 
and functions smoothly, 


putting the fear of God into the 
heirts of the superstitious 
negro 


soldiery and even the white Car- 
pet baggers. 


The leading characters are Lucina 


Lyttleton, a lovely and courageous 
Georgia girl of eighteen who jour- 
neys out to the wild Brazos River 
section of Texas as the bride of her 
cousin Cavin Darcy who has just' 
been mustered out of General Lee's 
army at the" age of twenty 
one. 


When they were children of eight 
and ten "Gavin had visited his Lyl- 
tleton cousins in Georgia and the 
memory of that happy, 
carefree 


Summer, playing childhood games 
and romping over the rich- acres of 
Cedar Ledge, determined him to 
"drop by** and see how the war had 
left them, before starting the weary 
trek back to his father's plantation 
in Texas. The visit had resulted in a 


wedding and the birth of a deep 
love between Cavin and little Lu- 
cina, which was to deepen and 
strengthen with the passing years. 
This story of three generations of 
Georgia Lyttletons and Texas Dar- 
cys is a fascinating one and one can- 
not help but feel that these charm- 
ing Southerners are genuine char- 
acters and not figments of the Im- 
agination. 


"And Tell of Time" Is full of stir- 


ring events, of political chicanery, 
of cattle rustling, of cotton pirates 
and of mass murders. Though, the 
book contains more than seven hun- 
dred pages it is so full of action and 
interesting historical events that the 
reader is loathe to skip a single 
paragraph.

psychic bids. There is the psychic 
that is made on a tricklcss hand, 
such as:

Although this type of psychic is 


not nearly as prevalent as it was 
years ago, many good players make 
a spade bid on such a hand as this, 
especially when playing duplicate 
and particularly in third hand posi- 
tion. It will be noted that even in 
this case, the player has length, if 
not strength, in the "psyched" suit, 


The other type of psychic bid, 


which enjoys greater favor among 
experts, is what may be termed a 
lead-misdirecting psychic. Note the 
following hand, taken from a. recent 
duplicate:

Student Suggestions Demand 


Attention of Administration 


BY ANGELO PATRI 
"These school children are too fresh. They ought to be made to shut 
their mouths and attend to their own business. The idea of them sending 
a-petition to the board, asking that their teacher be removed. The cheek! 
That couldn't happen in any other country in the world." 


That something could happen in this country that couldn't happen in 
toy other brought no grief to my heart What I wanted to know from the 
irate gentleman was what caused the school children to petition the 
board. 


The children were seniors in a high school in a good-sized town in a 
state that prides itself on its schools. The trouble seemed to be this: A 
teacher, retired for age on a pension, in another state, was appointed to 
teach in this small, select high school, in a staid community. The class as 
a whole were not doing well in her subject. She -was said to talk more 
about her family and their American ancestry than about the subject she 
had to teach. The class has to pass a State exmination in her subject in 
order to be graduated and enter college. Their chances are slim every- 
body admits. Yet, when they appealed to the last authority available to 
them, they were called "fresh." 


"But are the children right?" I 
asked. 


"Suppose they were. Are you go- 


ing to let young snips like them pe- 
tition lor a new teacher? It is not 
lor them to criticize the school they 
are given. If you allow them to do 
that where are you?" 


In a far better position than if I 
don't allow them to speak. A school 
is supported by the community to 
serve the children. That is its one 
and only function. If it does not 
serve the children it has no right 
to exist. If a teacher cannot teach it 
is the duty of the supervisors to 
know it, help her and the children, 
but especially to help the children. 


I would expect to get help in 


school affairs from the seniors. I 
•would expect them to take them- 
selves and their work and their re- 
lation to the community seriously.. 
And in return I would expect to 
take them and their statements seri- 
ously. I would expect to study any 
question they brought me, any com- 
plaint they made, very carefully, 


fully as carefully as any that a body 
of citizens brought me, for the pu- 
pils in the school would be far more 
likely to know what was going on 
there, and how it affected them, 
than any outsider -would. 


And if the students had to petition 


me to save them from an incompe- 
tent teacher I would think that 
there 
was something 
seriously 


wrong -with my administration of 
the school. I would have known the 
teacher and have been prepared to 
answer any question about his work 
to anybody who needed to know. 


In the beginning grades of the 
elementary schools \ve teach chil- 
dren to accept the authority of the 
leader without question. When we 
do we undertake full responsibility 
for the Tightness of that leader. 
When school students reach the age 
of seniors it is certain that they 
have some maturity of intelligence, 
and if that is so, their voice should 
be heard, their suggestions taken in 
the spirit in which they are offered. 


Attention is directed to south's 


original one heart response. This 
was one of those lead-misdirecting 
bids to which I have referred. 
Naturally, I am not defending this 
sort of bid for general practice, yet 
I would be telling something less 
than the truth were I to say that all 
such bids are bad or silly. When 
they are used with great discretion, 
and at extremely wide intervals, 
they may pay handsome dividends. 
I warn readers, however, that they 
are loaded with dynamite and that, 
if they use them, they do so at their 
own peril. 


In this case, West probably sus- 


pected 
that the 
heart bid was 


"phony," hence .ventured an optim- 
istic penalty double of the final 
three no trump contract 


The heart king was the opening 


lead, and declarer promptly stepped 
up with dummy's ace. Then, since 
there was a chance that the queen 
and jack of diamonds would fall, he 
played the ace and king, but when 
nothing sensational happened, he 
turned his attention to the spade 
suit A 3-3 break permitted him to 
run four spades and he discarded 
his own last diamond on the fourth 
round. West had to make a discard 
also, and apparently weakened in 
his previous judgment that South 
had "psyched" the heart suit He 
must have thought that South had 
started with four hearts to the 10-9, 
because now he discarded a heart 
in order to keep the K-Q of clubs 
guarded. Declarer made shrewd use 
of this discard. After cashing dum- 
my's last spade, he led the eight of 
hearts. East covered with the nine, 
and declarer -with the ten. West 
won and cashed the queen and sev- 
en spot But then West had to lay 
down the club king and declarer 
made him a gracious present of the 
trick. The forced club continuation 
from the queen went up to declar- 
er's A-J tenace and gave him the 
two tricks necessary to the fulfill- 
ment of his contract.
